(By Aisoclatad Praia) 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 21—All the 
hot talk in congress about meat 
rationing is simply serv ing to build 
an priv ate stocks in cold storage 
lockers, Senator Thye

contended today. 
While steering dear of the con­ 
trov ersy between

Senators 
Wherry (Neb) and 
Flanders (Vt) 
ov er Wherry's “kidding’’ accusation 
that his New England colleague is 
a meat “hoarder,” Thye said he 
wishes the whole 
subject of ra ­ 
tioning could te dropped. 
Otherwise, he told 
a 
reporter, 
housewiv es will buy all the meat 
they can and 
put It into frozen 
« orage. Thye said talk of rationing 
“slready is jeopardizing our meat 
supplv ” bv discouraging the feeding 
of beef cattle to full weight. 
Producers Rushing 
His contention is that producers, 
wry of the future, 
are eager to 
take adv antage 
of current 
high 
prices and are rushing their cattle 
to market. 
Flanders and Rep. Jav its (R-NY), 
sponsors of a bill to let the adminis­ 
tration get set for meat rationing, 
take the position that if a spring 
shortage predicted by the agricul­ 
ture department dev elops, the public 
will demand rationing. 
Under their 
measure, 
congress 
would hav e the final say on whether 
any program prepared should be 
put into effect. 
The senate banking committee is 
holding hearings on the Flanders- 
Jav its bill, as well as on v arious 
measures dealing with 
President 
Truman's 10-point 
anti-inflation 
program. Among other things that 
program calls ÎQr,&iand-bi* power to 
reimpose wage-price controls and ra­ 
tioning on a selectiv e basis. 
Thomas Kennedy, v ice president 
of John L. lewis’ United 
Mine 
Workers, told the committee yester­ 
day the 
UMW is "emphatically” 
opposed 
to restoring 
wage-price 
controls. 
He said that under wartime con­ 
trols prices “were not frozen but 
they were supposed to be” and 
ev erybody 
talked 
about 
rolling 
back prices,, but they nev er were.” 
But wages, 
Kennedy 
declared, 
were frozen and this put workers hi 
the position of trying 
to keep 
up with prices without any appre­ 
ciable off-setting pay increases.

get to make room for the tax cut 
and a payment on the national 
debt of at least $ 2,000,000,000. 
We need to cut the budget only 
by $1,500,000,000 to do that,” M ar­ 
tin said, “but we are going to re­ 
duce the budget much more than 
that.” 
On the other side of the capitol, 
howev er, Democratic Senator Byrd 
(Va) said “I want to see what the 
budget cut will be before we make 
a decision on the tax cut.”

$100, from $500 to $600. 
2. Let husbands and wiv es in all 
states split family income for tax 
reporting purposes, thus holding it 
within lower tax brackets. 
3. G rant percentage cuts, rang­ 
ing from 30 per cent in the lowest 
income bracket to 10 per cent in the 
upper bracket« .

The committee is holding hear­ 
ings on the so-called Marshall plan 
for four years of general economic 
aid to 16 Western European coun­ 
tries. President Truman has asked 
$6,800,000,000 to finance the first 
15 m onths of the program. 
On the other side of the capitol. 
the senate foreign relations com­ 
mittee also continued its hearings. 
Charles R. Hook, president of the 
American Rolling Mills Company, 
Middletown, Ohio, told the commit­ 
tee yesterday that Communism will 
sweep ov er W estern Europe if the 
recov ery plan is not approv ed. 
He termed the next 18 months 
the “critical period,” and said that 
if the European countries were giv ­ 
en enough aid, soundly adminis­ 
tered, “you’ll see a beginning of 
recov ery that will surprise us ah.” 
-“There is nothing that we can do 
to preserv e our interests equal to 
what we can do through this pro­ 
gram,” he declared. 
He estimated that the Marshall 
plan countries had $4,800,000,000 in 
dollar assets in this country last 
June 30. but said some of these 
assets are already pledged for loans 
and many others would be “diffi­ 
cult to liquidate.” 
8 nyder suggested that fiv e per­ 
cent of the Marshall program funds 
should be set aside to guarantee 
priv ate American firms that for­ 
eign currencies they earn through 
inv esting abroad can be exchanged 
for U. 8 . dollars.

The congressional Joint committee on bousing 
asked Senator Flanders of New Hampshire to sum­ 
marise the cause a n d , cure of the nation's housing 
troubles. The senator came through with a masterful 
nutshell summation of the problem. 
"For half a century the housing industry has pro­ 
vided barely enough new homes to accomodate our 
population increase. It has failed to replace depre­ 
ciation and protect our capital investment." his report 
says. “If Detroit built automobiles the way hones áre 
built, most of us could afford neither cars nor houses. 
"Almost all home builders are inefficient, small- 
scale productive units which would fail completely In 
any other Important industry. The whole industry 
operates on a limitation-of-output rather than an 
expansionist theory, with poor management, inef­ 
ficient labor and high material costs each feeding on 
the other» ." 
“Oovernment subsidies to perpetuate inefficient 
building methods wont solve the housing problem," 
Senator Flanders aays. “The only real solution ip for 
alt to face the task of modernisation and expansion 
for mass production. Oovernment aid to Industry 
should be given with that in view." 
Next to inflation, housing is the greatest national 
problem, and it Is part of the inflation problem. But 
while the cure for inflation is debatable, the cause 
and cure of the housing shortage has been stated 
concisely and irrefutably. The next step is action

An American Problem 
A report prepared by a committee of 20 prominent 
Americans, under auspices of the national council 
against conscription, denounces the growth of military 
influence ln the government Titled "The Militarisa­ 
tion of America," the report aays the present trend 
toward military control over American life and insti 
tutiorw should be of deepest concern to every Amerl 
can.

The Influence of the army and navy in diplomacy, 
science, education and industry is denounced, as is 
universal military training and the pressure tactics 
of the military in getting Its ideas across. The mem­ 
bers » ay they are not necessarily opposed to each and 
every activity they describe but thát “what might be 
approved or overlooked as an isolated activity cannot 
be Ignored when seen as part of a basically danger­ 
ous pattern." 
Especially thought-provoking is the committee’s ac­ 
count of the infiltration of the military into the upper 
levels of government. Woodrow Wilson has said that 
with a powerful military hierarchy in the saddle 
elections are of minor Importance because It deter 
mines political policy, and back of that policy is the 
constant pressure of men trained to arms wondering 
if they are never to be allowed to use their education 
and skill. 
The committee has done a service ln calling atten­ 
tion to what it seea as a dangerous situation. It has 
pointed out an American problem: Wk> main 
sufficiently strong military arm in such times as 
while npt yielding to it power like that once held by 
the Prussian Junkera and the Japanese militarists.

One of the element* which 
can be made radioactive Is phos­ 
phorus. 
When 
taken 
Internally, 
radio­ 
active phosphorus seem* to be de­ 
posited In the bone* within cells 
which are growing rapidly. The rays 
emitted from it in these locations 
destroy nearby cells, 
particularly 
these which make up the tissue 
xithin the bone marrow where blood 
cells are formed. For this reason, 
radioactive 
phosphorus has been 
used ln the treatm ent of a number 
3f conditions affecting the blood. 
R ed CeUs In crease 
One of these is known a* poly­ 
cythemia, a disorder in which there 
'a a great Increase in the number 
of red cell* In the blood. Here the 
radio-active phodsphorus acts on 
the tissues which produces red blood 
cells and leg&wis 
the 
daager 
of 
bleeding and clot formation. 
In a certain group of cases, relief 
of symptoms, such as shortness of 
breath and fatigu, elasting 
from 
five 
to 
nineteen 
months, 
was 
brought about in half of those treat­ 
ed. Nearly a third more improved, 
but other treatm ent was required 
from time to time. In some cases, 
however, the white blood cells were 
reduced to such a low level before 
any lessening of red celts occurred 
that the treatm ent had to be dis­ 
continued. 
Radioactive phosphorus has also 
been used for chronic lymphatic 
leukemia, a condition in which the 
white cells In the blood Increase 
rapidly, while the number of red 
cells is far less than Is needed lor 
health. 
Here the effects of 
the 
phos­ 
phorus may be excellent, moder­ 
ately good, or a complote failure. 
One of the symptoms of chronic 
lymphatic leugemia is severe itching 
of the skin. This often is treated 
with X-ray. The radio-active phos­ 
phorus relieved the itching In one 
case when the X-ray treatm ent had 
failed. 
In another form of leukemia, 
known as myelogenous leukemia, in 


as neostigmine, may bring improve­ 
ment.

phorus brings about normal red and 
white cell counts, but has no effect 
on the enlarged spleen always found 
in thi6 tpye of leukemia. 
In this 
disorder, radio-active phosphorus Is 
apparently not as useful as the X- 
ray, but It may be employed in those 
patients who may not stand X-ray 
treatm ent very well. 
From the foregoing, it would ap­ 
pear that radioactive phosphorus 
does have great value in the treat­ 
ment of a number of serious dis­ 
orders. However, it must also be 
noted that it does not cure the dis­ 
eases discussed, but only 
orings 
about temporary relief. 
There are two types of radio­ 
active phosphorus, one of which is 
given by injection Into a vein, and 
the other, by m outh*'No m atter 
which is used, the patient getting 
radioactive phosphorus must be un­ 
der the constant observation of a 
doctor, so that the effect on the 
bone marrow and blood can be noted 
often and the dose adjusted, nut 
only to the effects obtained, but to 
tthe special needs of each patient.

SCHOOL BUSES OUT 
FOR STUDENT RIDES 
TO SPORTS EVENTS 


By JOHN BARRINGTON 
COLUMBUS, -Jan. 21—High school 
students 
who ' habitually 
follow 
their athletic team s via school bus 
have been grounded by the state 
education departm ent. 
An edict, effective Jan. 1, pro­ 
hibits schools from giving bus trans­ 
portation to any ex cept actual par­ 
ticipants in athletic contests, m u­ 
sic festivals, scholarship com peti­ 
tion, etc. 
The effect, so far as sports are 
concerned, is to limit bus travel to 
team members, m anagers and cheer­ 
leaders. 
E. C. W elshime, transportation di­ 
rector in the education departm ent, 
says the ban can be laid directly a t 
the door of a few schools who con­ 
sistently and flagrantly abused for­ 
m er privileges. 
The school official pointed out 
th a t buses were used to transport 
student groups on trips to places 
as fa r distant os New York City, 


W ashington, D. C., and New O r­ 
leans.

The railro ads and u nions asker for 
it to help them settle their argu ­ 
ments peacefully and av oid strikes 


^Tbfiaw sets u p the step* for do­ 
ing that, if the railroads and u nions 
want to take tho se steps. They don’t 


have to. 
The who le act is v olu ntary . The 
unio ns and railroads can ignore 
gll o f it o r any part of it. There’s 
no penalty if they do . 
But bo th sides hav e alway s fol­ 
lo wed mo st o f the steps In the law. 
Public o pinio n wou ld be against the 
side which didn’t. 


THE THREE MAIN steps are: 
The mediatio n board, the arbitra­ 
tio n bo ard, and a 
board of fact­ 
finders. They go like this: 
1 When they can’t settle a dis­ 
pute. either side, or both, can ask 
the mediatio n board to step in. Or 
the bo ard steps in u nasked. 
This is a permanent, three-m an 
go v ernment bo ard. Its Job is to try 
-it can’t co mpel—both 
sides 
to 
reach a settlement. If it fails— 


2. It asks both sides to let an ar­ 
bitration board—in this case a three- 
man board chosen by both sides— 
settle the dispu te by hearing the 
argu ments and giv ing a decision 
that is final. 
Neither side has to agree to su ch 
a board. Unless both agree, there 
can be no arbitration. If both agree, 
then both mu st accept the board's 
decision. If arbitration is refu sed, 
then—/ 
3. The mediation board tells the 
President there's a national emer­ 
gency becau se a railroad strike lies 
straight ahead. Promptly *the Pres­ 
ident appoints a board of three or 
more fact-finders. 
These fact-finders ex amine the 
case and tell the President what 
they think a fair settlement wou ld 
be. 


Bradley Bussed 


THE LAW SAYS there shall be no 
strike for at least 60 day s after the 
fact-finders are appointed. 
(Actu ally , a u nion cou ld strike 
any time from the start of the dis­ 
pu te; before the mediation board 
steps in, while it’s working, before 
fact-finders are appointed by the 
President, while 
the fact-finders 
are working, or any time within or 
after 60 day s.) 
(Bu t no u nion has ev er stru ck 
u ntil the fact-finders had finished 
and the 60 day s elapsed.) 
Becau se of the weight of pu blic 
opinion, both sides are su pposed to 
accept the recommendations of the 
President’s fact-finders. They do 
not hav e to. Unions twice hav e re­ 
fu sed; in 1943 and in 1946. 
So mu ch for the backgrou nd. 
The present dispu te started in 
Ju ne. The mediation board stepped 
in Nov . 24. Last week, knowing it 
had failed, it asked both sides to 
accept arbitration. This was re­ 
fu sed by the u nions. 
Ov er the weekend the u nions said 
they ’d strike Feb. 1. So today the 
mediation board was to tell the 
President there’s a national emer­ 
gency . He’s ex pected to appoint 
fact-finders q u ickly . 
In the war y ear of 1943 the u nions 
tu rned down a fact-finders’ rec 
omnjendation. President Roosev elt 
then proposed a wage settlement 
which the u nions accepted. 
In 1946 two u nions not only tu rned 
down a fact-finders’ recommenda­ 
tion bu t one by President Tru man, 
too, and stru ck for 48 hou rs. Tru man 
broke the strike by preparing to u se 
troops on the trains. 
Two u nions, the trainm en and 
engineers, were in the 1946 strike. 
The engineers, bu t not the train­ 
men, are in this dispu te.
